The philosophical objec- 
tive of the ROOC Voca- 
tional Evaluation Center 
can perhaps best be des- 
cribed in the words from 
the folowing quote-‘Give 
me a fish and I eat today, 
teach me to fish and I will 
eat forever.” 

Using that message as a 
cornerstone for human 
development, the ROOC 
Workshop and ailied Voca- 
tional Testing Center was 
established some years ago 
to provide pre-employment 
testing and vocational op- 
portunities for residents, 
particularly handicapped 
residents, living in a four 
county area including 
Crawford. 


Through Aptitude Evaluations and Counseling 


ROOC Test Center Provides Vocational Roadmap 


Working hand in hand, 
the two combine a blend of 
unique skills that offer 
vocational testing and 
direction, guidance and job 
Opportunity for scores of 
people whose future may 
hold forth little hope with- 
out them. 

Perched atop Pioneer 
Hills near Roscommon, 
just a stone’s throw away 
from Grayling, the center 
services clients in 
Roscommon, Oscoda and 
Ogemaw counties in ad- 
dition to Crawford. “We 
even extend our services 
beyond the boundaries of 
this 4-county area,” ex- 
plained Ron Matthews, 
Chief Vocational Evaluator 
at the center during an in- 
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terview last week. 
Matthews, a Wisconsin 
native with a Masters 
Degree in Vocational Re- 
shabilitation, has headed up 
the Evaluation Center the 
past 2'% years. His chief 
aide is Evaluator Tom 
Braun, who came from 
Minnesota to this area nine 
months ago. Both earned 
their degrees from the 
University of Wisconsin in 
Stout, one of only three 
colleges in the country of- 
fering a Vocational Re- 
habilitation curriculum 
with an emphasis on 
evaluation. Larry Meier is 
Director at the ROOC 
sheltered workshop and ac- 
tivity facility where the 
test center is an_ inter- 


related, yet — separate 
department. 
“The main purpose 


here,’ Matthews explained 
as he pointed out the 
various testing equipment 
used, ‘‘is to provide an in- 
dividual with some basic 
idea of what vocational 
field, or job, he is most 
suited for based on the 
aptitude and skills he dis- 
plays.” 

Most clients are sent to 
the senter from a number 
of referral sources, in- 
cluding the Bureau of 
Rehabilitation, Dept. of 
Social Services and Com- 
munity Mental Health 
agencies. Others participa- 
ting are private rehab or- 
ganizations and area

equipment is unique in its 
simplicity. 

Take, for example, the

display, toy-like in its set- 
ting, simple and fun to use, 
but meaningful in the in- 
terpretation of its results. 
Braun explained the center 
can determine if a client is 
socially enough familiar 
with vehicular traffic and 
movement, warning signs, 
etc., to be able to cope 
within a light or heavy 
traffic environment, Sim- 
ple but effective, yet only a 
small part of the many 
testing techniques em- 
ployed. 

Client testing varies in 
length and intensity 
depending on individual 
need.

Requests for an esti- 
mated $35,000 in ad- 
ditional county dollars in 
1980 met members of the 
Board of Commissioners 
last Monday when they 
met in regular session for 
the first time this year. 

The addition of an em- 
ployee in the County 
Clerk’s office and a com- 
bination Dispatcher-Tur- 
nkey for the sheriff were 
among the requests sub- 
mitted. Money for an ad- 
ditional phone hookup at 
the sheriff's department, 
photographic supplies left 
out of the original 1980 
budget request by the 
sheriff and a 25¢ per diem 


prisoner meal price hike 
(from $3.75 to $4.00) were 
also requested. 

Commissioners turned 
the matters over to the 
Board Finance Committee, 
made up of Chairman 
Jeannette Kitchen, Andie 
Neilson, Matt Bidvia and 
Jackie Bonkowski, for con- 
sideration although little 
hope was given for obtain- 
ing the additional money. 
“There’s just nothing 
available,” Chairman 
Larry Mattis said after- 
ward, 

Prosecutor Thomas Kent 
came under some fire at the 
Monday meeting for 
refusing to provide legal 
advice to County. Equaliza- 


tion Director Larry Hun- 
ter. In a letter to Hunter 
denying the request, Kent 
advised him that attorney 
Nelson Miles had been 
retained by the county for 
$10,000 to provide this 
type of service.

To the Editor: 

There is a drastic and 
irreversible assault on 
Michigan’s environment 
now being planned and 
going on that will make the 
irresponsible chemical 
waste dumping of the past 
seem like a small incident 
at a tea party. 

This assault has to do 
with the licensing to allow 
increased amounts of high 
level nuclear waste to be 
stored at every operating 
nuclear plant in Michigan 
and the Governor’s an- 
nouncement that he will 
permit the National 
Nuclear Waste Disposal 
Team to begin drilling in 
Michigan salt beds bet- 
ween Traverse City and 
Alpena in order to find a 
national repository for 
high level nuclear waste. 

Governor Millikin has 
invited the team into 
Michigan to drill for this 
purpose in spite of the 
Nuclear Waste Ban Act, 
passed by the Legislature 
last year, which would 
prevent high level wastes 
from being stored in 
Michigan salt beds. 

All citizens of Michigan 
must protest these actions 
now if they are to protect 
all their future generations 
from intolerable risks to 
their health, safety, and in 
fact, their very survival. 
Please write to Attorney 
General Frank Kelly 
voicing your concern.

There is a breaking point, however, and 
an increasing number of Hollanders ap- 
parently are reaching that point. Social 
and government planners in this country 
should take note.

Grant Programs 
For Basic Skills 


by Peter Ingvarsson 

This week I would like to 
highlight the remedial 
reading and math 
programs under Title I and 
Article 3. These programs 
are available to the child- 
ren in the Crawford 
AuSable School system 
because of special State & 
Federal funding. 

The students are referred 
to the programs after 
screening in September or 
by teacher referral. After 
placement in the remedial 
program the student is ob- 
served at various activities 
during the first few weeks 
of class. This helps deter- 
mine what areas of reading 
and math and which 
specific skills the student 
needs remediation in. 

With the child’s needs in 
rnind, and using the school 
district’s newly adopted 
Reading Objectives as a 
guide, four or five indivi- 
dual objectives are written 
for each student in the 
remedial programs. The 
students follow a daily 
schedule of individualized 
activities designed to help 
them master the objectives 
written. 

As each objective is met, 
a new one will take its place 
and new activities are 
designed for this objective. 

The goals of the program 
are to build each student’s 
confidence in himself and 
his abilities, improve com- 
prehension and word at- 
tack skills, and increase the 
desire to learn how to read 
and perform math skills. 

The programs use many 
different techniques to 
achieve these objectives. 
The teachers use the most 
recent ideas and materials. 
The Grayling Elementary 
also uses Volunteer Aides 
to individualize their 
remedial reading program. 

If your child is involved 
in the remedial program 
and you have any 
questions about the 
program these teachers are 
available to you: Anna 
Esmond at the Middle 
School; Mary Smock at 
Frederic Elementary; 
Marianne Knepp at Gray- 
ling Elementary; Bob 
Woodland at the High 
School: and Edda 
Nuszkowski who teaches 
at both Grayling and 
Frederic Elementary.

Results of the testing may 
even show an individual is 
capable of working in a 
competitive environment. 
“We evaluate the type of 
skills a client has,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and only recom- 
mend the type of work for 
which he is best suited.” 
The test center functions 
like any other private en- 
terprise, with the cost of 
evaluations borne by 
referring agencies, or in the 
case of a self-referral, the 
client himself. In either 
case, what the individual 
obtains is a roadmap 
outlining a recommended 
vocational path to follow. 
Those who are referred 
to, and accepted for em- § 
ployment at the ROOC § 
workshop itself, find them- § 
selves working in a plea- 
sant shop atmosphere 
equipped with modern 
equipment and _— skilled 
supervision. Workshop 
employees, now some 100 
in all, are currently assem- 
bling plastic toys and 
engaged in sewing activity, 
making hospital gowns and 
other sanitary clothing.

A third employee at 
ROOC is Gerri Affhalter, a 
line supervisor in the 
sheltered workshop. She 
supplies evaluators with a 
continual flow of  infor- 
mation on clients employed 
who have gone through 
vocational evaluation. The 
follow-up is necessary in 
order to measure skill and 
work activity  improve- 
ment, “Improvement, 
short or Jong range in each 
client is our ultimate goal.” 
Matthews added. 

Clients at the workshop 
are paid for their efforts 
through income derived 
from contracts the facility 
is able to obtain. 

The typical case work- 
load for Matthews and 
Braun now is 10 clients per 
week and they also provide 
testing services at a 
sattelite workshop located 
in Mancelona. Referrals 
may come from anywhere 
in the state although most 
are from its service area. 

ROOC staff members 
work closely with em- 
ployers in the area in pro- 
viding jobs for clients who 
advance to competitive 
employment capabilities.
